Wepener Garrison Confident of 
Ability to Hold Out 
Against Assaults. 



Kitchener Sends Sympathetic 
Message and Gives Hope 
of Early Relief. 



Bloemfontein Defences Are Such 
That Small Garrison Can 
Keep the Town. 



London, April 12. — The Bloemfontein 
orre'spondent of the Morning Tost, tele- 
;raphing Tuesday, says: "The Boers 
to the southeast are exhibiting indecision 
of movement, possible in consequence of 
our occupation of the railway. Bodies 
of the enemy are still moving from Win- 
burg southward, through Thaba Xchu. 
Their destination has not been ascer- 
tained. The Boers in the neighborhood 
of Pnnrdeberg show • no disposition^ to 
interrupt our communications with 
Kimberley front which point civil con- 
voys am still arriving." 

The Bloemfontein correspondent of the 
Times says: " Gen. Brabant's force is 
confident of being able to hold out. The 
Boers, after showing: considerable dash, 
have wavered when it enme to the 
scratch down, and have struck at the 
least vital point, whore they are greatly 
handicapped by their proximity to the 
Bnsnto border. 

" Owing to the strategical concentra- 
tions since the enemy's movements be- 
came defined, there need be little anxiety 
as to the safety of the Cape border." 

The Bloemfontein correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph, in u despatch dated 
Tuesday, says: " The permanent de- 
fences are Hearing completion, so that 
the town can be held by a relatively 
small garrison. 

"A British scout who has visited 
Bloemfontein waterworks reports that 
the machinery nnd dams are intact. 
Only a few Boors remain in the neigh- 
borhood. The enemy have trekked six 
miles north and formed a laager near 
Watervai. 

"News from Gen. Brabant at Wepener 
shows that all is going satisfactorily 
there. 

"Troops are getting new khaki serge 
uniforms and boots." 

Aliwal North, April 11.— Lord Kit- 
chener arrived here to-day and left soon 
after. 

A Boer big gun was knocked over yes- 
terday at Wepener. The garrison is 
holding its own. There has been heavy 
cannonading there again to-day. 

Lord Kitchener sent a sympathetic 
message to the Wepener garrison, hop- 
ing for an early change in the circum- 
stances. 

COMFORTS POr'bOER CAPTIVES. 

Lord Roberts Reports Distribution of 
Gifts— Clothing Issued to Those 
Needing It. 

London, April 11. — A despatch to the 
war office from Lord Roberts says that 
books, clothing- and other luxuries 
are freely distributed to the Boer prison- 
ers in his hands; (hut small sums of 
money are given direct; that larger 
amounts are given to the commandant 
for distribution, and that clothing in be- 
ing issued to prisoners in need of it. 

TREASON OK FRAUD, 

Young Frenchman Charged With the 
tl raver Crime Seeks Safety in 
Confessing the Other. 

Paris, April 11*.- -It now appears that 
Leon Gaget. who was arrested on Sun- 
day, according to Do Petit Parisien, 
charged with having relations with 
Germany, was n clerk in a big establish- 
ment, and was arrested on the charge 
of offering to communicate to the Gor- 
n-an war office a number of very im- 
portant military documents. He was 
discovered through the return, on ac- 
count of insufficient postage, of a letter 
he hud sent. Its contents were thus 
ascertained, and the letter was forward- 
ed to the ministry of the interior, where 
a trap was laid into which Gaget fell. 
A search of ids apartments revealed a 
statement of the ti mounts of money 
which lie had received from Germany, 
totalling 885 marks. The prisoner 
claims lie intended simply to make 
money out of the German government 
by communicating bogus documents. 



KILLED BY HER LOVER. 

Domestic in New York Killed by Young 
Russian Visitor, Wb« Then 
Suicides. 

New York, April 11.— Fred Shore, 22 
j ears of age, a Russian, went ti> the 
apartments of Isaac Goldstein at 409 
Sixth street, to call on Fanny Green- 
bauin, a domestic employed there, this 
Afternoon, shot her three times, killing 
her, and then shot himself through the 
head. He was removed to Bellevue 
hospital.

Embargo on Nursery Stock— East to Sup- 
ply Strathcona's Reserves — Major 
Druniniond'a Appointment. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Otta wa, April 11. — Col. Prior was told 
by Mr, Fisher to-day that nursery stock 
from the Stales could not be admitted to 
British Columbia this year as it is too 
matured and would be destroyed by the 
fumigating process.

Strathcona wants the fifty additional 
men raised in the West, but Dr. Borden 
telegraphed that they could be got quick- 
er in tin? East. 

The loss of 1C3 honses of Strathcona's 
is regarded as a serious blow to the pros- 
pect of Canada securing a share of the 
orders for army remounts. 

The news of the dissolution of the Brit- 
ish Columbia legislature created great 
interest here and sets at rest for the time 
the movement for Dominion interference. 

In the house to-day a strong attack 
was made on the government for bolster- 
ing up the Standard Oil monopoly. 



For a Cable 

To Honolulu 



Senate Passes Vote of Three 
Millions for the Line to 
San Francisco. 



An Experiment Upon Which Will 
/ Depend Extension to 
the Far East. 



Washington, April 11— With little de- 
bate of importance the senate to-day 
passed the Pacific cable bill, a measure 
appropriating ^,000,000 for the construc- 
tion of a cable line between San Fran- 
cisco nnd Honolulu. At the instance of 
Mr. Hale, chairman of the naval com- 
mittee the senate took up the bill, which 
is a substitute for the measure originally 
introduced by him. 

The bill provides that the work shall 
be done under the supervision of the 
navy department which has made sur- 
veys and determined the practicability of 
the route. The navy department may 
use any of its ships that can be adapted 
to the laying of a cable, and if it needs 
other ships it may charter them. In ad- 
dition to this it provides that the secre- 
tary of the navy, in his discretion, if he 
finds it is not practicable to lay the cable 
by the force of his own department may 
contract under, specifications and due ad- 
vertisement for the construction, laying 
and equipment of the cable. All mater- 
ials and appurtenances shall be of first- 
class quality. 

Mr. Hale explained that the building 
of the cable from San Francisco to Hono- 
lulu would be in the nature of an experi- 
ment and upon the result of it would de- 
pend in a measure the future course of 
the government. It might be deemed de- 
sirable in the light of experience to start 
the Philippine cable from some point like 
Seattle and proceed to Japan by the 
northern route. 

The bill passed without division. 



LEOPOLD MAKES A HIT. 

Presents to the Nation He Rules the 
Whole of His Real Estate. 

Brussels, April 11.— In the chamber of 
deputies to-day, the Premier, M. DeSmet 
De Naper, read a communication from 
King Leopold, in which His Majesty 
presented to the nation the whole of his 
real estate. Prolonged cheering greeted 
the reading of this document. 

The King in his letter announced that 
he desired on the occasion of his (lath 
birthday (he was born April 0. 1835) to 
present bis country with all his estates, 
which will contribute to the beauty and 
charm of the localities where they are 
situated. He pointed out the necessity 
for open spaces and gardens near grow- 
ing cities, for the benefit of hygiene and 
.artistic effect, and expressed the hope 
that these naturally adorned spaces 
would not be allowed to deteriorate. A 
bill has been introduced in the chamber 
to permit the country to accept His 
Majesty's offer. 



THE MONTEREY'S PASSAGE. 

Men of Strathcona's Horse All Well

Montreal. April 11.— The steamer 
Monterey, which arrived at Capetown 
yesterday with Strathcona's Horse, re- 
ports all the men well, but Hill horses 
died during the passage.

London, April 12.— The Bloemfontein 
correspondent of the Times telegraphing 
Wednesday, says: 

"It is announced in general orders that 
Gen. Sir Herbert Chermside hats been 
appointed to command of the Third Di- 
vision, vice Gen. Sir William Gatacre, 
'ordered home to England.' " 

Sir William Gatnere's suddeu removal 
is the theme of much speculation. The 
curt manner in which it is announced, 
causes much comment. The general im- 
pression is that it is connected with the 
Reddersburg affair, although there are 
many who consider that there must be 
something much more serious. 

The war office lias received no news o£ 
the death of Col, Baden-Powell, and ut- 
terly discredits the rumor. 

London, April 12. — The war office has 
received the following despatch from 
Lord Roberts: "Bloemfontein, April 11.— 
Methuen reports that the party of Boers 
he defeated April 5th made good resist- 
ance for four hours and only gave in 
when our troops with fixed bayonets were 
within fifteen yards of them. Seven of 
the enemy were killed, eleven were 
wounded and 51 made prisoners. Besides 
Lieuts. Boyle and Williams, Sergeant 
Patrick Campbell was killed and ten of 
our men were wounded. Wiliams was 
killed deliberately after the white llag 
had been held up. The perpetrator of the 
crime was at once shot. Methuen speaks 
in high terms of the intelligent manner 
in which the Imperial Yeomanry and the 
Kimberly mounted corps behaved. 

"Buller reports that the enemy attack- 
id his right Hank yesterday while he was 
engaged in changing his position, but our 
artillery silenced their guns and they did 
not press the attack'. Our losses were 
four men killed and eight men wounded. 

"There is no further news yet from 
Wepener." 

London, April 12. — It looks as though 
Lord Roberts may be preparing to tnovo 
a strong force to clear the Boers from 
behind him. A Capetown despatch says 
be will not move for another week awing ' 
to the necessity of gathering store* and 
supplies. 

The correspondent of the Times at 
Mafeking, under date of March :10th, 
comments upon the fluctuation of spirits 
in the garrison us to the chances of re- 
lief since Tuesday's terrible bombard- 
ment and upon the variety of rumors re- 
garding the location of the relief forces. 

The operations in Natal have not yet 
been fully explained. There appears to 
have been an attempt to outflank the 
British at Elandslaagte and to sever them 
from their base at Ladysmith. 

The Duke of Marlborough has arrived 
nt Bloemfontein. There are now fifteen 
grandsons of the Ditches.-, of Abercovn 
serving with the British forces. 

It is announced from Bloemfontein that 
Col. Inigo Jones has been appointed to 
the command of the Guards Brigade, 
Col. Maxwell is to command the Four- 
teenth Brigade, Col. Knox to command 
the Twenty-third Brigade, and Major 
Brazier-Creagh, of the Indian Staff 
Corps, to command Roberts' Horse. 
o 

THE QUEEN'S DAILY DRIVE. 

Her Majesty Has Exhilarating Experi- 
ence in Rain and Wind Sturm. 

Dublin, April 11. — In spite of the al- 
most continuous rain, the Queen, accom- 
panied by the Princess Victoria of Bat- 
tenberg, surprised the few spectators in 
Phoenix Park by driving out during the 
afternoon. Her Majesty's destination 
to-day was the Duke of fjonnaught's 
residence, where she made a brief call 
and then continued her drive past 
Castle Knock college and Mount Sack- 
ville convent, where the scholars greeted 
her. The roads were deserted, rain and 
wind prevailed and the thoroughfares 
were in a horrible condition. In spite 
of this, it was not until a point over- 
looking the river Liffey was reached 
that Her Majesty ordered her carriage 
to be closed. 

Just as the Highland attendants closed 
the carriage, the storm burst into re- 
newed fury, hut at the first signs of its 
abatement Her Majesty ordered tlm car- 
riage to be re-opened. As the vice-regal 
grounds eanle in view the storm reached 
almost a hurricane, witli blinding rain, 
and tlioilgh the carriage was open the 
Queen contented herself with the shelter 
of an umbrella, and the horses dashed 
forward an rapidly as possible, reaching 
the vice-regal lodge safely at 5 o'clock, 
after an eight-mile drive. 



THE PORTUGUESE AGREEMENT. 

French Oovernment Do Not See Their 
Way Clear to Offer Any Objection. 

Paris, April 11. — The question of the 
transport of British troops across Por- 
tuguese territory to Rhodesia, with the 
permission of Portugal, was brought up 
in the chamber of deputies to-day by 
two interpellations. The minister of 
foreign affairs, M. Delcasse, in refusing 
to discuss the mutter, said that Prance 
bad declared her neutrality on the/open- 
ing of the war, but that she was not 
expected to guarantee the neutrality of 
other powers. France, he added, could 
not be expected to undertake alone such 
a guarantee while the other powers held 
back. There was no reason, to suppose 
that French capital invested in Mozam- 
bique would be endangered, but if such 
an event occurred the government would 
not fail to furnish protection.

British camps. After thrcH- hours' 
honfbnrdmeni the Boer lire slackened 
and the burghers cleared from a kopje 
on the iright, when a British shell alight- 
ed on the spot occupied by their gun. 

Another commando was seen moving 
toward the British left, apparently with 
the intention of 'Hanking them, but the 
British 'shells forced them to retire. 

The British .advance pickets were con- 
tinually sniped, hut few casualties have 
■been reported. 

In the afternoon the Naval Brigade 
fired a few -shells. 

It is rumored that a body of Boers 
have gathered southeast of Elnnds- 
laagte, with the apparent intention of 
cutting the ^British line of communica- 
tions.

Twenty- Three Thousand British Put Out 
of Action Since Campaign Com- 
menced. 

'Loudon, April li;— The war office is- 
sued thio .afternoon a return of the total 
British casualties up to April 7th. It 
was ;i S follows : 

Killed in action— 211 officers and 1,000 
men. 

Died of wounds — IS officers and 4,(105 
men. 

Missing ami prisoners— 108 officers and 
men. 

Died of disease — 17 officers and 1.JS5 
men. 

Accidental deaths— 3 officers and 34 
men. 

Repatriated invalids— 2SS officers and 
i,034 mean. 

Total— 13,3(55, exclusive of the sick 
:ind wounded aow in hospitals. 

To the war office return of casualties 
must be added the losses of last week 
and the wounded, aggregating about ten 
thousand men. making a grand total of 
upwards of 23,000 officers and men put 
out of action. 



BOER KEPOIiT DISCREDITED. 

Roberts Makes No Mention of the Vic- 
tory Suspiciously Announced 
l'"roni Pretoria. 

London. April 11.— Lord Roberts wires 
to the war office from Bloemfontein, 
under date of Tuesday, 10th, as follows: 

"The enemy have been very active 
during the past few days. One comman- 
do is now on the north bank of the Or- 
ange river, not far from Aliwal .North, 
while another is attacking Wepener. 

"The garrison there is holding out 
bravely and yesterday indicted serious 
loss on the Boers. Major Spring, of 
the_ Cape .Mounted Rilles, was killed. 

"The troops are being moved rapidly. 

"A patrol of six men of the Seventh 
Dragoon Guards, under Lieut. Wether- 
ley, who had been reported mistdug 
since April 7th, has returned safely." 

As the foregoing does not mention the 
alleged British reverses on Saturday at 
Meekertsfonteiu, the Boer telegrams are 
discredited ut Lhj war office, and they 
are further discredited on account of 
the discrepancies in the despatches, as 
Meekertsfonteiu in one message is locnt- 
ed near Brnndfort, and in another its lo- 
cation southeast of Bloemfontein, the 
places being 100 miles apart. 

MINERS'",STUIKE. 

Frostburg, Md., April 11.— Five thous- 
and miners of the Gorges Creek region 
struck to-night and begun what may he 
a protracted struggle for an increase of 
wages and incidentally the recognition 
by the operators of the union mine -work- 
ers of America.

The monthly meeting ot* the "board o£ 
school trustees was held his*, evening, 
Chairman Hall presiding. The business 
w.-s largely of a routine nature, the only 
communications out of the ordinary 
being a letter from Mr. A. W. Currie, 
resigning his position on the staff of 
the Boys' Central school, and a report 
from the superintendent respecting the 
large number of absentees during the 
last three months. 

Mr. Currie's letter was referred to the 
school management committee, and the 
superintendent's report was received and 
filed. 

Trustee Brown, for the buildings and 
grounds committee reported: 

1. That two lots adjacent to Victoria 
West school could be ' obtained at a 
nominal monthly rental for the purposes 
of a playground. 

2. That the contract for flagpoles had 
boon let to Thomas Oatteral for $280. 

I!. Recommending the erection of play- 
sheds for Hillside school in accordance 
with plan and estimates submitted. 

The lirst two clauses were adopted 
and the last laid on the table. 

The school management committee, to 
whom bad been referred Mr. J. A. 
Grant's complaint in regard to the ad- 
mission of Chinese children into the 
Hillside school in October last, reported 
that, having examined into all the facts 
the committee found no evidence that 
any partiality had been shown. The re- 
port further called attention to the fact 
that under the law the Chinese had the 
same right in the public schools as other 
children. The report was adopted. 

The finance committee recommended 
the payment of accounts to the amount 
of $305.71. The report was adopted 
and payment ordered accordingly. 

The city superintendent reported in 
reference to the attendance for the 
months of January, February and 
March, tis follows: 

Ladles anil Gentlemen: For the month of 
January the number of enrolled children 
absent dally averaged 3-10, for February 
400, and for March COO. How seriously so 
large an amount of absenteeism demoralizes 
the school work only the teacher can re- 
alise. Us effect upon the city treasury I 
clear enough; It has lessened the. govern- 
ment per capita grant available during 
these three mouths hy .$1,350. The most 
serious feature of this Irregularity of at- 
tendance Is that a considerable percentage 
of It Is due to the easy-going indifference of 
parents, who penult their children to stay 
at home without sufficient reason. 

During the past quarter whooping cough 
has been epidemic la some of the school 
I am satisfied (hat many parents do not 
regard this disease as seriously as thej 
should; whether the spread of the Infection 
when It appears, could be checked by a 
more rigid system of school quarantine, 1 
do not know. 

Inning the past two months also, and par 
tlculnrly during the month of March, the 
attendance has been very seriously affect 
ed hy the order Issued by the provincial 
health board that teachers should require 
all pupils to produce a certificate of vac- 
cination. Whatever has been gained to the 
community at huge by the execution of this 
order, It has involved a very serious loss 
to the schools,

How His Plans to Surprise Boer 
Command Ended In His 
Own Confusion.

Guides Professing to Know the 
Road Would Not Admit Their 
Great Mistake. 



The following report by Gen. Gatacre 
on the disnstor to his troops at Storm- 
borj,-, lias recently been published in 
London: 

On the Oth December, 1809, the fol- 
lowing moved from ratter's Kraal to 
Molteno: 

}'»}• train— Divisional staff: Koyal Ar- 
it'illery staff, with 74th ami 77th Batter- 
ies. Itoyal Field Artillery; stuff, RoyaJ 
Engineers, and V2th Company, Koyul 
Engineers; 2nd Battalion Northumber- 
land Fusiliers; headquarters and four 
.companies, 2nd Battalion Royal Irish 
Kitles; three companies 1st Battalion 
Koyal Soots (of. which one company was 
left at Bushman's Hock, and two com- 
panies remained at Molteno); Itoyal 
Army Medical Corps, field hospital and 
hearer company. At Bushman's Hock 
the remaining four companies of the 
Koyal Irish Kitles were picked up. 

By road— Two companies Mounted In- 
fnnfry and 42 Capetown Police; also 
from Bushman's Hook one company 
Itoyal Berkshire Mounted Infantry. 

6ue hundred and sixty Brabant's 
Horse and 235 Cape Mounted Kitles, 
with four 2.!)-iuch guns uud oae' Maxim, 
should have marched from l'euhoek, 
but did not arrive at Molteno owing to 
the failure of the telegrapli clerk to 
transmit the message handed to him at 
midnight mi the 8th. 

On detraining at Molteno the follow- 
ing force marched on Stormberg at 
about 1) p. m. 

Staff— I.ieut.-Gen. GatucrV: Cupt. 
Ilure, aide-de-camp; Cupt. Little, aide- 
de-camp; Lieut. McNeill, aide-de-camp; 
Col. Allen, assistant adjutant-general; 
Major Sladeu, assistant provost-mar- 
shall; Capt. Cox, signalling officer; 
Lieut. -dl. Edge, principal medical otli- 
cer; Major Twiss, Itoyal Army Medi- 
cal Corps. Infantry in front, Itoyal 
Irish Kitles leading, followed by the 
74th Field Battery, Cape Mounted 
Police, Dewar's Mounted Infantry, 77th 
Field Battery, Koyal Berkshire Mounted 
Infantry, vehicles and field hospitals, es- 
corted by 12th Company Koyal Engi- 
neers. Guides were provided by the 
Cape -Mounted Police. 

A MOONLIGHT MARCH. 

The force marched, with the usual 
halts, for about eight miles by moon- 
light, and halted near Roberts' Farm at 
about 12:.'!0 n. in. on the morning of the 
10th December. 

Tin? chief guide now reported that we 
were within one and a half miles of the 
enemy's position, and after a rest of 
about, three-quarters of an hour we 
inarched off again in the dark. 

It was soon found that the guide had 
gone wrong, and instead of u march of 
one and a half miles to the position, the 
force marched till 8:45 a. in., ami found 
itself, after a long detour, not at the 
point which I wished to reach. 

The place to which the column was 
led was a strong position occupied by 
the enemy, who opened fire on the head 
of the column. Three companies of 
the Koyal Irish Kitles formed to the 
left and occupied a kopje; the remain- 
der *of this battalion and the Northum- 
berland Fusiliers advanced up a steep 
hill against the enemy's position. 

The artillery was ordered forward to 
the kopje occupied by the three com- 
panies, Koyal Irish Kitles, and in cross- 
ing a nullnh one of the guns unfortu- 
nately stuck, and was temporarily aban- 
doned, The team was subsequently 
shot down, and it was impossible to get 
the gun nwny. The two batteries took 
up positions, one on and the other imme- 
diately west of the kopje. 

The mounted infantry endeavored to 
1um the Boer right, but fell hack on 
the kopje occupied by the three com- 
panies, Koyal Irish Rifles. After about 
lialf an hour the officer commanding the 
Second Battalion Northumberland Fusil- 
iers, finding his position untenable, gave 
I he order to retire across the open to a 
ridge beyond, but a large proportion of 
his men. and also of the Koyal Irish 
Kitles, remained behind and were event- 
ually taken prisoners. The officer com- 
manding the Koyal Irish Rifles and his 
second in command were severely 
wounded early in the action: 

The artillery, who experienced great 
difficulty in coming into action, owing 
to the difficulties of the ground, covered 
his retirement. The two batteries again 
retired to the southeast to a position in 
the neck of a ridge, where they re- 
mained in action for a considerable time 
Oner an hour), anil covered the retire- 
ment of the Koyal Irish Rifles and the 
Miniated Infantry. The enemy now 
brought a big gun into action, which 
made excellent practice and was never 
silenced. Fortunately the large major- 
ity nf l he shells only burst en iinpucl or 
mil at. all. At about (i a. in. mounted 
bodies of the enemy were observed try- 
ing to get round both our flanks, anil 
the batteries, facing east and west, 
drove them back witn a lew well-placed 
shells. 

A retirement on Molteno was now 
commenced, the Koyal Artillery. Mount- 
ed Rifles and Cape Mounted Police 
covering the infantry. During the re- 
tirement across a ravine a gun got 
(stuck in a quicksand and had to be 
abandoned. The retirement continued 
to .Molteno, a distance of some nine or 
ten miles, along the direct road, the ar- 
tillery and mounted infantry keeping the 
enemy at a distance. 

At one portion of the line of retirement 
the enemy had evidently trained a posi- 
tion gun, which made good practice at 
(1,000 yards range, i 

Molteno was replied about 11 a. in. 

At 5 p.m. iuftmt.ry entrained; the 
two companies."*?' 1st Battalion Koyal 
Scots and Royal Engineers for Bush- 
man's Iloek, the Northumberland Fusil- 
iers and Itoynl Irish Rifles for Sterk- 
stroom. the divisional staff. Koynl Ar- 
tillery and Mounted Infantry for 
•Cyphergat. Brabant's Horse (100) ar- 
rived in afternoon and scouted towards 
•Stormberg; they saw a party of about 
500 Boers patrolling, and counted about 
1,100 mounted men on the position. 

They bivouacked at Molteno, falling 
back the next morning on Cyphergat. 

With regard to the foregoing I have 
the honor to report that, from informa- 
tion received from the most reliable 
sources at my disposal, it appeared there 
were about 1,700 Boers only at Storm : 
.berg, that there were two or three guns

there, and that, if the position were ap- 
proached from the west, artillery could 
be brought into action on the kopjes 
which lie to the west of the Stormberg 
basin, aud from which the whole of the 
Boer positious could be commanded. It 
appeared to me that the moment afford- 
ed an excellent opportunity for seizing 
the junction, with all its attendant ad- 
vantages, so I decided to move from 
Butter's Kraal with as many troops as 
I could spare and attempt a surprise. 
To give such movement any chance of 
success it bad to be carried through in 
one night, as a halt at Molteno would 
have given the enemy information of 
our intended attack. 

I thought the plan out and discussed 
it with commanding officers, and after 
considering the details of ground with 
the police who belong to Molteno and its 
neighborhood, and who are supposed to 
know every yard of the ground, I decid- 
ed to curry out the project. 

I was aware that the column, when it 
moved off from Roberts' farm ubout 
12.110 a.m., December 10, was moving 
too much to the west, and 1 questioned 
the guide and Sergeant Morgan, Cape 
Mounted Police, who were leading us, 
but both declared they knew the way 
perfectly, and that they were taking us 
by a road which, although slightly long- 
er, would enable us to avoid wire and a 
bid piece of track which the guns would 
find a difficulty in getting over at night. 
This difficult piece of road had not been 
mentioned by them before, the whole 
way had been reported lit and easy for 
wheeled transport. The police guides 
said that the road, though longer than 
the originally named road, was not much 
longer, and that it would bring us out at 
the spot I wished to arrive at. 

Tile column, therefore, proceeded, but 
half an hour after moving off the officer 
commanding 2nd Battalion, Koyal Irish 
KilUfe (whose regiment was leading) re- 
ported to me that he thought the guide 
had lost his way. I immediately ques- 
tioned Sergeant Morgan again, but he 
assured me that the guides (two Euro- 
peans and two natives — police) knew the 
road accurately, and that he also was 
positive about it. I made Sergeant Mor- 
gan himself go to the head of tile column 
md lead it. 

I moved myself with the leading bat- 
talion and constantly questioned the 
..nide, but was an constantly assured by 
Sergeant Morgan that we were moving 
on the right road, though it was further 
than he had estimated.

said was our objective, but it was then 
I should aay about two miles off; I con- 
sidered that us he reported the remain- 
der of the road to be very good going, 
it was better, notwithstanding the fa- 
tigue of the men, to push on and seize 
the position.

Owiug to the precipitous nature of the 
ground the ai tillerj was unable for some 
time to find a suitable position, but one 
battery managed to come into action on 
the south end. while the second battery 
opened file 'rem the xv.wt of this kopje. 

The rtt.venuiu of the guns was steadily 
aud carefully cawled out by alternate 
t itteries, covered by tin.' Mounted In- 
fantry, and Lieut. Col. Jeffrey showed 
great judgment in the selection of posi- 
tions. 

It was not reported to me that the men 
of the infantry regiments (who were sub- 
sequently taken prisoners) bad net re- 
joined their regiments when I gave the 
order to fall hack, and I was under the 
impression that they had reached the 
■ oge, as I was with the Mounted In- 
fantry the whole time, and had seen num- 
bers of men of both regiments crossing 
l he plain, falling back to where the regi- 
ments were assembling. It appears many 
of these men remained in the nullah un- 
der shelter of the banks instead of re- 
tiring to the second ridge to their regi-

LORD ROBERTS' COMMENTS. I [] 

Lord Roberts adds the following com- | 
incuts on the Stormberg reverse: 

1 am of opinion that the failure of 
Lieut. -Col. Gatacre's attempt to seize the 
Stormberg railway junction was mainly 
due to reliance on inaccurate informa- 
tion regarding tin.' ground to lie traversed, 
and tlie position held by the Boers, to 
the employment of too small a force, and 
io the men being tired out by a journey 
by train, followed by a Ion;-' night march 
before they came into contact with the 
enemy. 

When it became evident, shortly after 
midnight, that the guides were leading 
the column in a wrong direction, I con- 
sider that Lieut. -(Jen. CJittacre should 
have halted, and endeavored to find the 
proper road, or should have fallen back 
on Molteno, rather than have risked the 
safety of the entire force by following 
a route which brought the troops into 
difilcult ground commanded on both nhles 
by the enemy. 

The failure of the. mounted detach- 
ment from Peuhoek, with four 2.5-ihch 
guns aud one Maxim, to join the col- 
umn doubtless contributed to the re- 
verses which "Lieut. -Gen. Gatacre experi- 
enced. Thhi failure is ascribed in the 
report to the remissness of a telegraph 
clerk; but if, when the order was hand- 
ed in for despatch, the precaution had 
been taken to Toqucst a telegraphic ac- 
knowledgement of its receipt, the Gen- 
eral OHIcor Commanding would have 
known -whether bin instructions had been 
duly received by the OUIcor Commanding 
at Pcnhoek. 

It is stilted that, when directed to re- 
tire, a large portion of the 2nd Bat- 
talion Northumberland Fusiliers and of 
the 2nd Battalion Koyal Irish Rifles re- 
mained behind, and were eventually 
made prisoners. No explanation of this 
incident <is furnished by Lieut.-Gen. Gat- 
acre, but, presumably, it must be as- 
cribed to the men being exhausted by 
their long march; and, consequently, un- 
able to fall back /with sufficient -rapidity 
under a hostile lire.;,- , .-' ;

SOUTH VICTORIA. 

Mr. D. M. Kberts has announced that 
he will be a candidate for re-election in 
his old constituency, Smith Victoria. 
We arc glad to be able to make this 
statement and hope that the electors of 
tiint riding will sec that he is returned 
to the legislature. The province can ill 
spare the services of it gentleman of Mr. 
Elierts' capacity and experience. He 
has been ten years in the house and 
thoroughly in touch with public busi- 
ness. He understands the minutiae of 
legislation very thoroughly, and is an 
excellent critic of bills. Too little atten- 
tion is paid to the latter qualification as 
a rule. A notion is quite prevalent 
that the preparation of an act of the 
legislature is n very simple matter, and 
that almost any person can draw a law 
that will be found workable and give 
effect to the intentions of the house. 
There never was a greater mistake. 
Not only is it necessary that a statute 
should be correctly phrased, but cure 
should be taken to see that it does not 
conflict with existing laws, which the 
legislature does not contemplate alter- 
ing. In recent years the British Colum- 
bia legislature has not contained a mem- 
ber who wfl? Mr. Kberts' superior in 
work of this nature, an. i«ry few who 
could be classed as his equals. We 
hope, therefore, in the interests of the 
whole province that the voters of South 
Victoria will send him back as their 
representative. 



1 THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 

It is officially announced that the legis- 
lature is to meet on July 5. This is iu 
direct violation of the promise contained 
iu the prorogation speech, which the 
Lieutenant-Governor has on one or two 
occasions since it was delivered stated 
would, he believed, be observed. It is 
certainly a very serious thing that the 
first act of Premier Martin was to put 
into the mouth of the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor a promise which will not be kept, 
especially a promise of such a vital 
nature. The house was prorogued with- 
out having granted supply, and the 
pledge of a session before the end of the 
fiscal year was deliberately given in 
order to quiet any apprehension that no 
money would be available for the public 
service. It is true that the date of the 
session is only five days after the close 
of the, fiscal year, but the principle is the 
same as if it were six weeks. We are 
not so absurd as fo claim that any great 
harm will bo done if I wo weeks elapse 
alter the end of the fiscal year before 
new supplies can be voted. Very much 
more than two weeks is likely to elapse, 
but of this more hereafter. Our point 
is til il't the distinct promise made to the 
house and country in the most solemn 
way iu which a promise can be made 
has been violated. We will only add 
here on this point that the dale at which 
the session has been called fully bears 
out the contrition which the Colonist 
has made all along. 

But the fact that duly 5 has been 
fixed as the date for the meeting of the 
legislature does not mean that, supply 
will be voted on that day or for some 
time thereafter. If Mr. Martin should 
be able to secure a majority of the new 
house, he could undoubtedly, at an early 
day in the session, puss a gross sum of, 
say, $100,000 to meet the requirements 
of tile public service pending the intro- 
duction of supply in the regular way. 
If he should be defeated, as is appar- 
ently inevitable, .a new government 
must he formed, and this will take some 
time. Indeed it is probable that there 
will he a new lieutenant-governor as 
well as a new ministry. There will in 
that event be more or less of a hmtilil in 
affairs before the new ministers can go 
before their constituents for re-election, 
and a prorogation of the house will he 
necessary in the meanwhile. Therefore, 
if Mr. Martin is defeated, it is not easy 



to see how the house can meet for the 
transaction of business before some time 
in August, which means that it will be 
well along in September, if not the 1st 
of October, before any of the business 
of the country can be done, except the 
passage of a lump sum for supply.

MR. JOSEPH MARTIN. 
We suppose if is useless to expect -liny 

longer that the Lieutenant-Governor 
will request Mr. Martin to resign, and 
we may therefore regard as fairly begun 
a campaign, which is fo determine 
whether or not be is to be entrusted 
with the management of the affairs of 
(he province for the next few years. It 
is proper under these circumstances to 
examine into his qualifications for the 
position of premier, and in so doing we 
wish to avoid anything like offensive 
personalities. Personal references must 
be made to him as a matter of course, 
but in these we shall endeavor to (on- 
line ourselves onlx to indisputable facts 
and to avoid any discussion of him iu 
any other than his public capacity. 

Mr. Martin was very prominent in 
Manitoba politics. A review of his 
career there would be of some interest, 
but perhaps it is sufficient to say that 
he himself claims to have become so 
thoroughly the champion of the people 
that he could have been elected from 
any constituency. At the very height 
of his popularity Mr. Martin left Mani- 
toba, gave up the championship of what 
he claims were the people's rights and 
moved to British Columbia. I IK 
WAS PAID TO LEAVE. The 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
paid him to leave. Mr. Martin 
himself is the authority for this state- 
ment, and the sum received by him was 
upwards of $13,000. This is also Mr. 
Martin's own statement. He came to 
British Columbia in the capacity of soli- 
citor to the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company, whose avowed enemy he now 
is. Hi.- hail beefi that company's enemy 
iu Manitoba, ami it was only a question 
of the amount of the retaining fee as to 
whether or not he should continue hi 
opposition to the company in Manitoba 
A part of the reason for his removal from 
Manitoba was that he was obnoxious to 
Mr. Siftou. and the railway company 
was willing to assist Mr. Sifton in get- 
ling rid of him. There may be SOllU 
details in this transaction of which w< 
are not advised, but the salient fact k 
that Mr. Martin abandoned the cause for 
which he was working in Manitoba, am 
accepting a fee from his opponents with- 
drew and left the field to them. We are 
not going to discuss tile moral principle 
involved in the withdrawal of a public 
man from the championship of a cause 
on receipt of a sufficiently substantial fee 
from those to whom he is opposed. Every 
man must settle that matter with his own 
conscience. The point with which we are 
concerned is that the circumstances at- 
tending Mr. Martin's removal from Man 
itoba show beyond a shadow of a doubt 
that he is A PATRIOT WITH A 
PRICE. The price may have to be a high 
one. Possibly it would cost more to get 
him to move on from British Columbia 
sacrifice the cause of which lie boasts 
himself the champion here anil go else- 
where to set up as the friend of the 
common people and the enemy of all cor 
porations; but there can be no question 
that the only thing to be taken into con 
side-ration is the number and value o: 
the figures on the chock and the signa- 
ture in the right hand corner. 

Arrived in British Columbia. Mr. Mar- 
tin in pursuance of bis duty as solicitor 
lor the Canadian Pacific Railway ex- 
amined into the title of the British Co- 
lumbia Southern Railway Company to 
its grant, and after he bad done so, that 
company conveyed to the Crow's Ness 
Pass Coal Company a portion of that 
grant, which was conveyed and accepted 
under the belief by ail the parties to the 
transaction that the title was good. AVe 
shall only say in this connection that 
Mr. Martin did not advise his company 
that the title was defective. It was only 
after he became attorney-general that he 
raised any doubt on the point. There 
was a time when Mr. Martin must be 
assumed to have thought the title per- 
fectly good, and he could not have had 
much doubt when he went East by direc- 
tion of a prominent United Slates rail- 
way man for the purpose of seeing if an 
arrangement could not be made for trans- 
ferring the grant and the control of the 
transportation business of southeast 
Kootenny to United States railway peo- 
ple. Mr. Martin knew all about the Brit- 
ish Coumbia Southern charter and land 
grant long before the session of ISO!). 
-Non-; of the grants had been issued to the 
company when that session was held, yet 
Mr. Martin took no steps whatever to see 
that the rights of the province to the coal 
or a royalty on it were protected in any 
way. He knew just as much about it 
then as he did at any time since, hut he 
never moved hand or foot to protect the 
interests of the people which he now says 
were sacrificed, although he had a major- 
ity behind hint that would have passed 
any law on the subject that he might 
have seen (it to introduce. 

The session of ]$9D was characterized 
by a great deal of legislation and the 
most of the government bills wen; of 
such a character as to interfere with the 
best interests of the- province from, s 
business point of view. Not only wert 
they badly designed in principle, but they 
were badly drawn up. Poorer legisla- 
tion than Mr. Martin gave the province 
is not to be found on our statute books. 
The laws of 1800 show that he is an tin- 
safe legislator from the standpoint of a 
f rumor of bills. He is extremely cure- 
less, and his legislative work may prove 
very .costlj- 'lo business men iii the future. 

A-8iinVple of Mr. Martin's carelessness 
was shown in connection with his aiuaz- 
lng idiiiider regarding the reservation of 
royalty in tin; B. C. Southern grant. The 
particulars of • this are • fresh iu every 
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one's mind and need not he repeated here. 
It was the blunder of an utterly reckless 
man. No one can possibly have any con- 
fidence in the leadership of a gentleman, 
who would at the very outset of his cam- 
paign rely, as his chief claim to popular 
support, upon a wholly mistaken view of 
the facts and the law in a matter that 
had been under his notice for three years. 
The only possible explanation of bis 
course in this matter, except thai it was 
an egregious and perfectly inexcusable 
blunder, such as a school hoy. ought not 
to have committed, is that Mr. .Martin 
deliberately attempted to deceive the pub- 
lic. We do not suggest this as the cor- 
rect explanation. We believe that he 
simply made a stupid blunder. 

Mr. Martin's conduct iu connection 
with Headman's Island shows that he 
does not possess that sense of distinction 
between the duties of a public man and 
those of a private individual, which a 
minister ought to have. W'e shall not go 
over the details of this transaction, but 
will point out that in a matter in which 
the interests of the province were involv- 
ed, which it was his duty to watch as 
attorney-general, Mr. Martin was found 
acting as solicitor for a private individu- 
al, whose claim was hostile to that of the 
province, and resorting to expedients of a 
most objectionable character. It was no 
doubt a very profitable thing to be Mr. 
Ludgatc'S solicitor, hut a lawyer with an 
appreciation of the obligations of his 
profession and the responsibility attach- 
ing to the office of attorney-general would 
not have accepted a retainer from that 
gentleman in such a case. 

Wo shall not comment upon the plat- 
form which Mr. Martin has submitted to 
the people of British Columbia. This 
will necessarily form (he subject of fu- 
ture discussion; but we shall refer briefly 
to the gentlemen whom he has associated 
with himself in the ministry. They aru 
altogether unknown in a public way, and 
there is not a man among them who 
has the slightest title to public confidence. 
Bui thin is the class of colleagues which 
Mr. Martin prefers. He proposes to rule 
the province. Will it be claimed that his 
record shows him fo he a safe man to 
entrust with the large powers of premier'.' 
Is he such a one as ought to be permitted 
to shape the policy of the province at this 
juncture'.' We believe that the answer 
of i he voters will he in the negative by 
■Ms enormous majority. 



THE S A It EL CASE. 

The Grand ,Iury threw out the bill 
against Mr. Sard of the Kamloops Stan- 
dard without calling any witnesses. 
What took place in the privacy of the 
jury room is necessarily a matter that 
cannot be discussed; but if the reason 
why the bill was thrown out was that the 
Grand Jury did not think it desirable to 
limit the freedom of discussion, which it 
is imperative that the press should enjoy 
in the interest of good government, we 
think the action commendable. At the 
same time, wo wish to express the opin- 
ion that the article of the Standard was 
utterly inexcusable under any circum- 
stances whatever. The press Of no 
country requires liberty to indulge in 
such grossly indecent observations in re- 
gard to any one. It was a gross blunder 
to prosecute such a ease. Itwas a char- 
acteristic piece of work on Mr. Martin's 
part. He it was who first drew atten- 
tion to the article in Ihc legislature, thua 
giving it a publicity which it would never 
otherwise have obtained. Ho brought it 
up a second time and thus kept the eyes 
of the people upon what they would 
otherwise have forgotten. Then he took 
the matter into court, with the result 
thai he has subjected the Lieutenant- 
Governor to the humiliation of having 
the bill thrown out in a manner that is a 
worse reflection upon him than the arti- 
cle itself. Why Mr. Martin should have 
taken such a course and have subjected 
His Honor to this fresh indignity is best 
known to himself. The Lieutenant- 
Governor will begin now to get sonic idea 
of the manner of man to whom he has 
entrusted his reputation, his official life 
and the destinies of the province. 



It is interesting to note that the "satis- 
factory" Brotchic ledge light has been 
found so unsatisfactory that it has been 
removed and another substituted for it. 



The Senate has adjourned for three 
weeks. From year to year the Senate 
demonstrates more strongly than ever the 
very questionable usefulness of a second 
legislative chamber at Ottawa. 



The British Liberals arc reorganizing. 
Liberalism in Great Britain was for a 
long time synonymous with Gladstonian- 
ism. What Mr. Gladstone advocated the 
Liberals accepted without question, save 
only his Irish policy. It was foreseen 
when he retired from public life that the 
party which he led would have to take a 
new departure, if it was to maintain its 
existence as a political body. 



If we are nbtinistakon Mr. C. II. Mack- 
intosh is the first DX-licutcnant-govcrnor 
to accept a nomination for a local legisla- 
ture. There is some talk of Mr. Dewdney 
being nominated in Alberni, which, would 
be the second case of the kind. It 



is to he hoped that many experienced 
public men will be available for the suf- 
frages of ihc people at the forthcoming 
elections. British Columbia has large 
interests and needs the best men in the 
legislature whose services can be secured. 
In point of fact the matters dealt with 
by the local house come infinitely nearer 
the people of this province than do those 
within the jurisdiction of parliament.

Mr. Martin is out with a statement 
that, if the Liberals had decided to run 
local politics on federal lilies, ho would 
have been prepared to stand aside and 
let some otie else lead, if the party had 
so desired, no matter whether he is de- 
feated or elected at the elections. He 
was going to say this at the convention, 
but had no opportunity. What a 
strange confession it is for the premier 
of the province to have 10 make— that he 
could not get an opportunity to make so 
important an explanation at a conven- 
tion. 'Pile statement bus all the ear- 
marks of an after-thought. 



The Times says that the Colonist has 
aimed with considerable success to be 
on both sides of the Oriental labor ques- 
tion. We wish to compliment our con- 
temporary on ils unexpected perspica- 
city. The aim of the Colonist in the 
at tide to which it refers was to present 
both sides of (he question. The Times 
is quite mistaken when it quotes the 
Colonist as saying that none of the re- 
sources of British Columbia can be de- 
veloped without Oriental labor. What 
wc did say was that certain industries— 
and we specified farming and the manu- 
facture of goods coming into competition 
with file products of cheap labor— could 
not be carried on successfully in this 
province and pay Ihc present rate of 
wages paid to white workinguien. This 
is simply a statement of fact, which 
anyone can verify if he takes the 
trouble to look into the matter at all. 
To intelligently deal with the problem of 
Oriental labor it is necessary to under- 
stand its nature, and to find out its 
nature both sides must be looked at. 
Perhaps it would be more accurate to 
say that all its sides should be looked at, 
for it is one that presents itself in many 
lights. Take for example the news- 
paper business. If every person in the 
community were an English-speaking 
white person, the newspapers would 
have more readers, hence more adver- 
tising and more profit'. On the other 
band are there not some lines of busi- 
ness, which patronize newspapers, and 
could not be carried on if cheap labor 
were not available V

The appointment will be officially an- 
nounced in a few days and the Bishop 
will shortly take charge of the diocese.

Lieutenant Scott R.N., Shot by 
Naval Yard Sentry, Died 
Last Evening. 



An Informal Enquiry Was Held 
at Esquimalt Yesterday 
Afternoon. 



The tragic shooting of Lieutenant 
Scott by Sentry Gunner Higgins, R. A., 
at the Esquimalt naval yard on Friday 
night last is again brought prominently 
into attention by the death at the naval 
hospital last evening of that unfortu- 
nate officer. His injuries hud from the 
first been regarded as most serious, the 
bullet having penetrated his chest, 
passed through the upper part of the 
right lung, and, dividing, left the body 
through two holes iii the back. 

It was hoped, almost against hope, 
that tin- Lieutenant might survive, nnd 
this hope gained strength when it was 
noted how bravely be bore up and main- 
tained his strength during Saturday. 
Sunday and Monday. On Tuesday and 
yesterday morning be was for a great 
part of the time unconscious, und at 
0:30 last evening the end of the battle 
for life was announced in a telephoned 
message to the Colonist from Capt. 
Fagen, R. N., which read: 

"We deeply regret to announce the 
death of Lieutenant Reginald Scott, 
R. N.. who was lately wounded by mis- 
adventure in the performance of his 
duty as officer of the guard." 

The inquiry into the circumstances of 
the unfortunate! shooting was resumed 
at the naval yard yesterday, some forty 
or more witnesses and other interested 
parties being in attendance. It de- 
veloped that according to the deceased 
officer's own statement be bad lost his 
way prior to the shooting, nnd was at 
the time be was first challenged by the 
sentry, climbing over the ramparts. 

By his statement he was challenged in 
due form and replied, but in the teeth of 
a howling wind. The sentry challenged 
a second time and fired, the bullet pass- 
ing high, and Lieut. Scott again answer- 
ing. As he responded a third time the 
shot was fired which brought him to the 
ground, and eventually caused his 
death. 

Neither he nor any of the naval offi- 
cers attributes the slightest blame to 
Sentry Gunner Higgins; indeed, they 
feel keenly the unfortunate position.he 
is placed in through doing bis duty as 
a soldier. The only particular in which 
be may be held blameable, nccording to 
an officer of artillery spoken with last 
evening, is in the firing first over the 
bead of the approaching officer. The 
orders of the sentries are to challenge 
but once, and then shoot to kill. 

The present investigation is treated as 
an informal inquiry merely; no court- 
martial— even if one were held to be re- 
quired—could be held without further 
instructions.

ROSTOCK AND' THE GOVERNOR, 

Toronto Champion of Premier Martin oil 
the Liberal Movement For Dis- 
missal of Mr. Mclnnes. 

Correspondence Toronto Telegram, 

Ottawa, April 5.— Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor Mclnnes bus no keener enemy in 
Ottawa than Hewitt Bostock, of Yale 
and Cariboo. Bostock has a practical 
purpose in seeking the official scalp of 
tlii' Lieutenant-Governor of his province. 
With Mclnnes out of the way he seems 
to think that the path to the guber- 
natorial palace would be a fairly easy 
one. And so he has chosen to actively 
interest himself in the war which is 
being waged on the p resen I occupant of 
the office. Bostock is not. content to sit 
down anil await the outcome of the 
provincial elections. If Hon. Joseph 
Martin triumphs it is perfectly clear that 
no shadow of a case could be made out 
against Lieutenant-Governor Midlines. 
Should the men whom he dismissed be 
returned, then interference by the fed- 
eral authorities might be a remote pos- 
sibility. Sir Wilfrid Laurier empha- 
sized these facts in replying to Col. 
Trior in the house the other day. but 
Hewitt Bostock, alarmed at the 
strength that Mr. Martin is developing 
in the West, is anxious that the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor shall be fired with all 
possible haste. He was one of the 
deputation which went to Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier nnd insisted that the conduct 
of Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnes is 
sufficient to warrant dismissal by the 
Dominion government. Sir Wilfrid lis- 
tened to the deputation, but his reply 
was not at all comforting to the men 
who favor Mclnnes' overthrow. Sir 
Wilfrid said, as ho bus said before, that 
it was time enough for the government 
to take into consideration the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor's action when the provin- 
cial elections have shown with what 
degree of favor British Columbia views 
tin; dismissal of the Semlin government. 
For the moment, therefore, Bostock 
must nurse his ambitions. Should it 
happen that the Semlin party is returned 
there will be no more vicious persecutor 
of Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnes than 
tEo member for Yale and Cariboo. He 
knows that bis conduct as a member of 
this pnrliainent has not won the approval 
of the West and that he has not one 
chance in twenty of carrying the con- 
stituency which he now represents. 
Therefore Bostock will chase the job of 
lieutenant-governor of British Columbia; 
but he is doomed to disappointment, if 
those conversant with the conditions in 
the province are not too sanguine of 
victory for Hon,. Joseph Martin over 
the government which Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Mclnnes dismissed.

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Pioneer Priest 

Passes Away 



Venerable Father Rondeault of 
the Cowlchan . Diocese 
Joins the Majority. 



He Had Labored Amonn British 
Columbia Indians for Fort>- 
Two Years.

There died nt the Jubilee hospital yes- 
terday afternoon one of the oldest 
Catholic priests on the Pacific Coast- 
old not only in years, hut in the sense 
that since the days when the Iirst white 
settler penetrated the wilderness of 
British Columbia he has been laboring 
In the cause of Christianity (Huong the 
lUltivci) of the province. 

Good old Father Rondeault, of Cowi- 
ehan. beloved by everyone, the idol of 
the Indian tribes ot Cowiehnn, among 
whom he has labored for the past '12 
years, has gone to his reward at the ripe 
old age of To. A severe attack of la 
grippe, combined with the natural weak- 
ness of declining years, was the cause of 
his demise. 

Kathor Rondeault came to British 
Columbia 42 years ago. Born at Nor- 
turt, Que., he was educated for the 
priesthood at. the .Montreal Seminary; 
and on attaining clerical honors became 
imbued with a desire to take up his 
labors in behalf of the church in the 
Far West. So he started out on the 
long and arduous journey to British 
Columbia, then a positive terra incog- 
nita to the civilized world. 'The Quebec 
priest found matters in a very primitive 
condition on his arrival here. The In- 
dians were not much religiously inclined, 
and conditions for the advancement of 
church work were not very favorable. 
But good Father Kondeault, nothing 
daunted, set to work, and located almost 
immediately among the Cowiehnn 
tribes. When he went to the scene of 
what proved to be his sole field of toil in 
the province, he found himself, with the 
exception of another, the only white man 
in the district. For a time he was 
called upon to officiate at Victoria at 
intervals, and on such occasions he 
would make the trip from Cowlchan 
by canoe, there being then no other 
facilities for travel. Ofttimes the voyage 
was performed in the face of grave dan- 
ger, the frail canoe faring badly in 
stormy weather. But the faithful priest 
faced his duties manfully and soon won 
the esteem and affection of nil who 
knew him.' 

As showing the great respect Til 
which he was held in the district, it is 
related that 35 or l(i years ago, on the 
occasion of the celebration of his silver 
jubilee, the settlers and the Indians 
gathered from far and near to do him 
honor. A great feast was held and 
the celebration extended over two days. 

The Indians to whose spiritual needs 
he ministered so successfully have been 
sorely afflicted of late. Close on the 
heels .of the burning of the church 
which was erected at Quamichan by 
the efforts of Fnther Rondeault, comes 
the news of the death of their beloved 
priest, and their grief in consequence 
wiii be very great. 

Special honor will be done the dead 
priest at the funeral services to be held 
on Monday next at 7:H0. The body will 
lie in state for eight hours nt the 
Bishop's Palace on Yates street, and will 
afterwards be forwarded to Cowiehnn, 
where It will be interred on the site of 
the burned church and where the new 
building will be ruised.

Tin' board ol aldermen at a special 
meeting yesterday evening in the com- 
mittee room ut the city hull heartily en- 
dorsed the,- suggestion of Mayor Hny- 
ward that the city council shouhl under- 
take the task of drafting the main feat- 
tires of the programme for the forthcom- 
ing Queen's Birthday celehratiou. The 
meeting wan purely au informal one and 
there wore present His Worship Mayor 
Hayward and Aldermen Kinsman, Coo- 
ley, Stewart and Cameron. 

After briefly explaining the object of 
the meeting the mayor read a letter from 
Secretary Dallain of the' James Bay 
Athletic Association to the effect that 
the association is ready to render every 
1 assistance in its power in the proposed 
celebration of Her Majesty's Birthday. 

The following letter was also read:

Mayor Huywtml then explained what 
his personal Ideas were regarding the 
forthcoming celebration. Ho thought an 
■effort should be made to centralize the 
attractions and sports as much ns pnssi 
hie and to confine the celebration to two 
days. As regards the most convenient 
place for the tire works he was inclined 
to favor selecting the vacant lots just 
north of the Iron Church on Douglas 



street as a site. This would be a great! 
convenience for families. 

Aid. Cooley did not think . Beacon hill 
park could be' surpassed. One advantage 
which the park possessed was that there 
was seating accomodation there. _Ald. 
Cameron mentioned that perhaps Upper 
Pandora street would afford u convenient 
spot. 

The Mayor explained that he had jotted 
down a few items regarding the main 
features, lie believed that the greatest 
prominence should be given to n naval 
and military display. -No doubt arrange- 
ments could be made for the hearty co- 
operation of both arms of the service. 
The admiral was not expected to be back 
with the flagship till the 0th May, but lie 
would take an early opportunity to inter- 
new the senior naval otlicer in command 
in the matter. 

His next suggestion was that there 
should be a monster parade of the secret 
societies, trade unions and' school child- 
ren. 

Aid. Kinsman thought it would be well 
to arrange for a trades procession. lie 
had seen several in different cities and 
they were always very successful and 
most enjoyable features. 

The Mayor also thought that a specially 
pleasing feature would be the illuminat- 
ing and decorating of the town in as 
elaborate a scale as possible. This sug- 
gestion, lis the others, met with the warm 
approval of the aldermen present. 

Next came the item of the fireworks. 
Mayor thought this was always one of 
the most enjoyable features. 

Alderman Stewart and Cooley agreed 
in this, but were .in favor of the exhibi- 
tion being held at the park as was the 
case iu former years. 

Alluding to the question of the regatta, 
the Mayor said he supposed that was a 
feature which would be insisted upon. It 
always proved a great attraction to visi- 
tors. 

Aid. Cooley hoped that more amusing 
features would be incorporated in the 
programme of the regatta. 

Aid. Cameron thought a better location 
could be found for the judges' barge and 
the humorous sports than so close to the 
bridge. He suggested a place somewhat 
near Curtis' Point. 

Aid. Stewart threw out the suggestion 
of arranging for a band competition. It 
would prove a drawing card, he thought. 
Aid. Cameron expressed the opinion that 
there had not been enough music hereto- 
fore. 

The Mayor directed attention to a let- 
ter which appeared in one of the local 
papers ill which the writer suggested the 
holding of a choral fete, battle of flowers 
etc. 

Aid. Cameron thought some special 
feature should be arranged for the bi- 
cyclists. The question of standard games 
was not gone into. 

Aid. Stewart said the school children's 
drill last year proved 1 most enjoyable and 
he hoped 'one would be arranged for this 
year. 

After some general discussion the 
Mayor asked what the opinion of the 
aldermen was on the suggestion made 
'that the council should take the initiative 
in drafting a programme. 

Aid. Kinsman— Perhaps we should go 
slow Mr. Mayor. , I notice our statesmen 
aldermen are not here this evening. I 
can hardly understand, they are always 
to the front in everything, i Laughter.) 

The Mayor's suggestion was approved 
of however, and another meeting of the 
board will he held on Friday evenin 
next at 7:.'!0 to further discuss the pro- 
gramme. In the meantime bis Worship 
will see the senior naval officer at Ksi]ui- 
inalt and the heads of the military.

COMPLIMENTED BY ROBERTS. 

Sergt. Joe Northcotl Tells of Visit to 
British Columbians in the Trenches. 

In a letter to his father, written at 
I'aardoborg Drift on March 2, Sergt. 
Joseph Northcotl says: 

" Wo are now camped till next Thurs- 
day about the battlefield. We have had 
a glorious victory over the enemy, al- 
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though 
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Boers, howevei 
number, They 
men, although they are very dirty, but 
I don't think we have much to brag 
about, in thai respect just at present, for 
we have mil hud much time lately to 
be anything else. 

" ll was the Canadians who made the 
Boers give in. for our lire was something 
terrible. Wc started the fight about 2 
in the morning, and the enemy gave it 
up at (i n. m. Lord Roberts made a 
speech to the regiment, hut our company 
was across the river, so we did not hear 
il. 1 had 25 men with me in the upper 
trenches, comprising some of our best 
shots, and when Lord Roberts came our 
way with his stuff he asked who we 
were. I told him. and then he asked 
mc my name. He then stated we' had 
done noble work, and were as good a lot 



I saw (Sen. Cronje taken prisoner, 
accompanied by his wife and two daugh- 
ters. They were- started for Capetown 
with an escort, of 100 mounted men. I 
had a conversation with one n t the 
Boers, and he said they were tired of it 
arid wanted to quit, 1ml. that (Jen. 
Cronje would not lot them. We cap- 
tured a' great amount ot" ammunition 
and arms, including ' pumpuins.'. This 
is a terrible gun and shoots it bullet of 
about a pound, but our naval gunners 
knocked it out almost in the first round, 
" We have been under fire every day 
from the ItSth of February up to the 
27th, but 1 aim pleased to say 'A' Com- 
pany has not lost any men since the 
18th. I am sending you a sketch of 
the battlefield and where the troops 
were situated; also the Boors' : laager' 
as it was on the 18th instant and oji the 
27th instant. '' Where we are going 
next we don't know.

British Columbia Shares in Large Ex- 
penditure I'romiscd for Current 
Year. 

From the .Montreal Slur. 

For a corporation of the size nnd im- 
portance of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, the annual meetings have always 
been sparsely attended, and the business, 
while necessarily of an important char- 
acter, was more or less of a routine mi- 
lure. To-tiny was no exception to the 
rule. 

Mr. .Nihil Morrison caused the only rip- 
ple of excitement. The system of book- 
keeping was not to his liking and he 
forthwith told the company's olfleers so. 
lie bad come in bright and early, and 
when the adoption of the annual report 
was in order, he stood up and talked.

Sir William Van Home, chairman of 
Ihe board, presided and on his right sat 
Ihe president of the road. Mr. T. (J. 
Shiiughuessy. After Sir William Van 
Home had opened the meeting and offer- 
ed the annual report for adoption, the 
important portions of which were publish-? 
ed some time ago, Mr. Shaughnessy read 
ihe following: 

"In moving the adoption of the annual 
report of tin- directors, it is very gratify- 
ing to be able to congratulate the share- 
holders on the excellent results from the 
operation of the railway during the past 
year, and upon the prospects of continued 
prosperity. 
"While of course the progress of the

tary to our lines is most marked, the 
large improvement in your revenue- is 
due to the growth of t raffle in every sec- 
tion of the Dominion. 

"The government reports indicate that 
in Manitoba and Northwest Territories 
there will be under crop I his season, 
about one half million acres of land in 
excess of 1800. so that with favorable 
weather conditions, the tonnage to bo 
carried by the railway after the next 
harvest, should he very substantially in- 
< reused. 

"You will have observed that the rate 
per ton mile received by your company 
for the carriage of freight is still further 
reduced, and is lower than that received 
by any company in the United States 
similarly situ. iled. In view of the remote- 
ness from eastern markets of producers 
on some sections of your system, it has 
been the settled policy of your directors 
to reduce rates as circumstances might 
warrant, in order to encourage the maxi- 
mum development of every .section of the 
country, with the purpose of securing in- 
creased revenue from the growth of 



tonnage rather that) the maintenance of 
high rates. The long distance that you 
are enabled to haul t raffle, because of the 
situation of your railway, and economy 
in the working of your lines, are. of 
course, important factors in the success- 
ful carrying out of this policy. 

"Apart from some short branch lines 
that are required to serve growing com- 
munities in Manitoba and Northwest Ter- 
ritories, the directors do not at present 
contemplate any construction work in- 
volving any important expenditure of 
capital. The present earnings of the two 
railway lines, the leasing of which you 
will be asked to approve at this meeting, 
are already sufficient to meet any inter- 
est liability that may be involved, .nnd 
Ihe contributed traffic to the main line 
will be permanently secured. 

"Another gratifying feature of the com- 
pany's affairs is the fact that during the 
past year there has been an addition of 
one hundred and fifty per cent, to the list 
of ; sharrholdors of record in Canada, and 
the number is still increasing. 

"The return to the basis of five per 
cent, dividends on your common shares 
is assurance of the conviction of your di- 
rectors that in the absence of unforeseen 
commercial disaster, no lower standard 
will be necessary." 

Mr. it. B. Angus seconded the report 
without comment, and it was then that 
Mr. Morrison took his turn. In comment- 
ing upon Mr. Shuugbnessy's mention of 
returning to the five per cent, basis, and 
tiie assurance that no lower .standard 
would be reached unless unforeseen com- 
mercial disaster prevented, Mr. Morrison 
thought that in view of the fact that dn 
Ihe bad years, now past and gone, there 
hud been a secession of dividends, an ex- 
tra effort might be made to' add another 
one per cent, to the dividend. 

Mr. Henry Beatty moved that the lease 
of the Great North West Central rail- 
way be authorized. This line extends 

from the main line at Brand Man., in 

a northwesterly direction lor a distance 
of lifty miles, with an extension now in 
course of construction, twenty miles in 
length. 

Mr. John Morrison wished to know 
whether the price paid was such as to af- 
ford a prospect of acquiring prolits 
through the lease. On being told that the 
lease was at thi' rate of the cos! of the 
line, Mr. Morrison seconded the motion 
which was carried. 

The next motion was proposed by Sen- 
ator Machines, and seconded by Mr. 
George Olds. It was a ratification of the 
lease of the Manitoba and North West- 
ern Railway Company's main lines and 
branches, as well as a sublease of subsi- 
diary lilies, in all two hundred and fifty 
inilcvs. Both these roads are important 
feeders of the Canadian Pacific. 

The next resolution moved by Mr. C. 
R. Ilosmer and seconded by Hon. L. J. 
Forget, authorized taking over the 
branch lines from Deloraine lo Wascada, 
IS miles in length, from La Riviere to 
Snowllake, Hi miles in* length, to reach 
important settlements in Manitoba; an 
extension of the Pipestone branch, 50 
miles westward from its present termin- 
us, to provide fncilitle/j for the Moose 
Mountain District; another branch line 
from McGregor in the direction of Yar- 
coe, 'JG miles long, and a branch from 
Molson to reach Lac du Bonnet in order 
to reach the timber district tributary to 
English river. 

Several new by-laws were also submit- 
ted to the meeting. One provides for the 
election of a chairman of the board to be 
elected by the directors from among 
themselves. This official must not be the 
president. By-law 70 provides for an 
assistant secretary, whose duties are to 
be fixed by the president and secretary.

ious points on the system, $401,028; ad- 
ditional rolling stock, $075,000.

Scenery in Behrlng Sea -Cape 
Nome and Its Wonderful 
Promise. 



.\Jr. Frank II. Hubble, wlio is known 
to nj;ijiy Victorians, contributes uu iu- 
jiTcsiiiur article, tu Travel ami Keerea- 
ii>m" on a trip from Dawson lo Seattle 
bj the Jill water routes. Some extracts 
(row the article follow: 

The shores of the liver just below 
Dnw.son are quite abrupt and rugged aH 
the frowning ramparts of the river bunks 
above the city. Farther below on the 
left for a considerable distance pyramid- 
al cliffs rise direct from the water line 
to the height of several hundred feet. 
"We observe some-snow bunks along the 
creek courses. Three hours run brings 
us to Forty-Mile, an old fur trading post, 
now used us a steamboat and supply 
station, which consists of about three 
ecore of log buildings on the left bank 
At the point where Forty-mile Kiver en- 
ters the Yukon, there is little evidence 
of any extensive prospecting adjacent, 
as a number of the buildings are vacant. 
Immediately below Forty-Mile is located 
•Fort Otldaby, a Mounted Police post. At 
this place quite a large group of Indians 
are observed all urrnyed in American 
ilres*. 'these people are a mixture of 
Japanese and Iudiun blood, apparently 
of nearly equal proportion. 

Eagle City, the lirst important settle- 
ment un the American side, is well sit- 
uated for a town site. There are several 
hundred buildings, and u population of 
upwards of a thousand. The adjacent 
country is low, sloping hills. At this 
point Mission Creek and American River 
enters the Yukon. > A small military 
post is maintained. The diggings on these 
streams haa as yet not paid above the 
usual miners' wages in the best claims. 
Twelve miles below we reach Star City. 
Severity-milo Creek comes in at this 
point. Along this stream considerable 
■development bus been made, and the out 
put gives promise of a successful coun- 
try. Another hour's run brings us to ths 
mouth of a National river or creek. Most 
of the streams below Dawson would be 
better termed crcekB, as they do not at- 
, tain sufficient dimensions to be dignified 
as rivers. The shore linos have contin- 
ued to broaden. We are now comiug 
into more open country, the ranges lying 
further back from the river nnd the llats 
bordering the river widen. At this point 
a coal deposit is being developed. The 
quality is very low grade, hnviug the ap- 
pearance on the dump of ordinary slack. 
It is used ns an auxiliary fuel to wood. 
The quantity is nominal as yet, the vein 
from which 500 tons in sight were taken 
pinched off after being followed a few 
hundred feet, and has not bee relocated, 
although much effort has been made to 
do so. 

Circle City, like some other places 
along the Yukon, is located upon a de- 
posit of soil some twenty feet thick on 
top of a glacier, as all excavation a few 
feet below the surface strikes u solid 
body of ice. 

From Circle City the river divides in- 
to numerous shallow channels which shift 
as frequently as they do in the Missouri. 
The islands that fill the twelve to twenty 
miles in width covered by the river, are 
loo many to be numbered, and are simply 
deposits of silt and covered with a rank 
gTowth of birch bushes, and in some 
•easces poplar. They are quite devoid of 
beauty or interest, ns is the entire river 
for more than a hundred miles, when we 
reach Fort Yukon, where enters the Por- 
cupine River coming from distant sources 
in the foot-hills of the Davidson Moun- 
tains, which form the coast line of Mac- 
kenzie Bay and Arctic Ocean. A most 
peculiar feature is noticeable in navigat- 
ing the Yukon. Looking down stream it 
lias the appearance of the wnter standing 
on an incline of 10 degrees, whereas the 
nverage fall is but one foot per mile from 
Dawson to St. Michael's. At midnight, 
June 25, we could plainly see the sun 
shining upon the higher points of the dis- 
tant range of mountains. Some 700 
miles below Dawson there is a noticeable 
change iu the climatic conditions; genuine 
thunder storms develop with plenty of 
lightning. 

Juno 20 we reach the extreme upper 
limit (being above the Arctic Circle , of 
this wonderful river nnd pass within 180 
miles of the Arctic Ocean. As evening 
approaches we pass the Dahl River on 
the right, nnd shortly thereafter the river 
narrows to a width of a half mile; pass- 
ing into the lower ramparts, our approach 
being greeted by a beautiful double rain- 
bow, as we enter the shore lines in this 
immediate vicinity closely resembling the 
upper Hudson adjacent to West Point. 
We stop at Fort Hamlin on the left at 
midnight. We stop at Drew's coal mine, 
tin; only one in successful operation in 
Alaska. Four distinct veins aggregating 
twenty feet are met at a depth of 
seventy-live feet. The quality is inferior. 

Thirty miles below we stop at Rampart 
City, having an estimnted population of 
two thousand, and having the distinction 
of being' the largest and most important 
place on the Yukon, within American ter- 
ritory. The plnce is very well situated 
upon .i soil deposit over a glacier. It is 
fairly well built, nnd is the supply point 
for the Minook Creek district, which is 
at present the most productive on the 
American side, at least two mines hav- 
ing an output to compare favorably with 
some of the Klondike properties. 

The scenery below the ramparts is de- 
void of interest, though the shores are 
well defined with hills supporting im- 
mediately back of the shore margin. A 
miner joins us nt Forty-Mile, who has 
been operating on Miller Creek for the 
past year, which crosses the border line. 
So keen is the interest ns to where this 
line passes that Canadian nnd United 
States flags are placed that Canadian nnd 
United States lings are placed in very 
close proximity, the neutral margin be- 
ing but a few yards. 'This zealous citi- 
zen told un he lay sunning himself on the 
Canadian side under the shade of the 
Stars aud Stripes, which was held rigid 
with a stiff breeze. It being July 4th 
lie shouted to other miners that he was 
lying on British soil under the shude of 
the Stars and Stripes, "the best flag that 
Moats." One of the Canadian mounted 
police hearing this gave orders to the 
miiner to betake himself across the line 
forthwith, if he wished to express such 
sentiments, and he went. Glaciers ex 
posed are seldom met with in the interior 
.if Alaska, accounted for by reason of the 
very limited precipitation. 

We have now traversed the Arctic 
<'ircle for two days without any snow in 
tight, burring an occasional gully filled 



with a bank which has not surrendered 
to the temperature. 

Tb« morning finds us at the mouth of 
the Koyokuk, which Is formed by its 
rasuy branches nnd arms finding their 
head waters chiefly above the Arctic 
Circle — in a vast country not yet explor- 
ed, though the U.S. government has a 
geologic surveying party en route there 
this month. We still have rain laden, 
over-cast skit's with cold northern winds. 
The Koyokuk is a stream navigable over 
TOO miles for craft of light weight. Re- 
ported discoveries attract n large num- 
ber of daring navigators and miners to 
venture to its evtreme limits, but as yet 
with very small results to reward their 
risks and labors. Though two town sites 
are established, one being named Arctic 
City some 500 miles up. while the other 
lying 170 miles farther is called Peavey. 
It is reported by prospectors that distinct 
evidences of earlier sluice mining have 
been discovered along the branches of 
the river, their character indicating Rus- 
sian origin, 

We make a brief stop at an old station 
— Xnlato, having a' Greek church. The 
population is half native Indian. From 
this point the river makes an abrupt 
turn to the left, nnd follows an almost 
due south course for 150 miles. 

Late in the evening we reach Anvik, 
which is an Episcopal mission and school. 
The Bishop's wife, a passenger. Is In 
charge of two Indian boy orphans. This 
is the largest Indian settlement we have 
met. They seem prosperous and eon- 
tented and apparently live well, having 
excellent tents for summer and comfort- 
able cabins for winter. Their chief in- 
dustry is catching and drying salmon. 

The Anvik river linds its outlet nt the 
point where we observe an up-to-date 
gold bar dredge ready for action. There 
is also a saw mill in successful opera- 
tion. Two hours' run further we touch 
at Holy Cross mission, established by 
the Jesuits, six hours' again on the right 
bank and we stop at the Russian mis- 
sion with a Greek church of considerable 
pretence. The Indian element is a much 
smaller factor at this place. The main 
channel in this locality is upwards of 
two miles wide, and us we near the ocean 
the upper part of the hills become barren 
of all timber and verdure. At seven 
o'clock in the evening we reach Andreaf- 
ski, on the right, which lies about two 
miles up on the Andreafski River, which 
stream is about three hundred miles in 
length and navigable for some twenty 
miles. At this place the Alaska Commer- 
cial Company have extensive warehouses 
nnd repair shops. It is also the rende- 
vous for the steamers during the winter, 
ns the ice passes this point several weeks 
before it' clears the mouth to admit of 
vessels entering from the sea. 

This is June 29 and no boats have 
come in ns yet. 

Large stores are kept here over winter 
to admit of being despatched into the in- 
terior while the ice is clearing below. We 
arc now only some 275 miles from St. 

Anchors are made ready for 
deep water and we set sail. On the left

melted into bold sloping head lands, 
which diminish ns we approach the sen 
where within sixty miles the river 
spreads over a delta of 30 to 50 miles 
wide, seeking the sea through more than 
n half dozen channels. We are to pass 
out through the most northerly or Ap- 
hoon mouth. 

Within 40 miles of St. Michael's the 
shores are entirely devoid of all trees ot 
brush, leaving them cold and desolate 
Norton Sound and Behring Sea were 
clear of ice but a few days, the fields 
still lying to the southwest of our course. 
The water of Norton Sound, and for 
tiftv miles at sea. retains the muddy hue 
of the Yukon. The tide at St. Michael's 
varies from three to four feet. As we 
approach the pass betwen Stuart Island 
on the left aud St. Michael's on the right, 
liberal banks of snow and ice are visible 
along this shore Stuart Island is of ir- 
regular topography of rolling bills, bold 
head Innds, and pointed buttes. St. 
Michael's confronts us with a bold basalt 
cliff some hundreds of feet high, passing 
nround which we follow the north shore 
of the Island, coming in sight of quite a 
fleet of steam nnd sailing craft stand- 
ing outside from the harbor, for there is 
not sufficient depth of water in St. 
Miachel's harbor to admit of seagoing 
craft to enter. 

The discovery at Cape Nome was made 
on the tributaries of the Snake River, 
about thirty miles long, called Anvil, 
Snow and Glacier creeks, was made by 
three Norwegians, Lindblom Linderberg, 
Brintlesoh and D. A. Kitteleson. They 
brought down $1,800 lo St. Michaels 
November 20, IStlS. This precipitated 
the great stempede. In April following 
400 people were on the ground and n 
supply store established. The gold is 
found on the sen beach in what is known 
ns rubv sand, as well as along the creek 
channels. The surface of all the gold 
when examined with a L'lass shows sharp 
angles and irregular surface indicating 
that it has not been carried far by the 
action of water. It is a safe estimate that 
there are now, July 1, 1S98, full 2,000 
people on the ground. The gold is of 
high grade, assaying over ,$18 per ounce. 
Cape Nome is not accessible from St. 
Michael's across the river in winter, but 
may be made by dog train by following 
the' coast— distance 300 miles. 

Clear bright days are the exception 
rather than the rule, it is therefore not 
often that a view ot the entire mountain 
range encircling Norton Sound is ob- 
tainable Chilly winds of 20 miles un 
hour give us a choppy sen. 

The const line is precipitioiis and moun- 
tainous of varied contour, from sloping 
uniform grades terminating at intervals 
with sharp pointed buttes, occasionally a 
higher rounded mound, having the ap- 
pearance of an extinct crater, snow lying 
in the gulches of the higher range but 
barren of all timber, with basalt cliffs 
facing the sen to Cape Prince of Wales, 
opposite which', and distant about fifty 
miles stands Cape Nanaimo. Behring 
Straits are frozen over for about seven 
months of the year. Steumers drawing 
sixteen feet of water cannot approach 
Cape Nome with safety within four miles. 
Nome River is so shallow that it is with 
great difficulty that passengers or cargo 
can be landed there. In time the first 
problem is expected to be solved by 
bringing coal from the famous deposits 
found at Cape Sabine about 50!) miles 
north on the extreme northwest limit of 
Alaska. 

Sunday noon the fog lifts after 24 
hours, and to our great surprise we are 
in sight of land. A half hour more the 
fog has cleared, and we find ourselves ap- 
proaching a high, precipitous angular 
range of peaks, so completely covered 
with snow as to rival any aggregation of 
thunder caps assembled along the hori- 
zon. Directly before u*, nt an elevation 
of between eight and nine thousand feet, 
supported by a low range on the left, and 
n lesser peak on the right, is an nctive 
volcano, Akutan. The terminus of the 
peak is barren of all snow, proving be- 
yond question that bent dominated the 
frost and ice immediately adjoining. As 
wo enter Dutch Harbor we pass along a 
range of hills on the left rising a thous- 
and feet or mere brupUy from the sen 
level. Their perpendicular sides are cov- 
ered with refreshing green moss nnd 
grass that delights the eye of all Alns- 
kaniters, more pnrticuiary those who 
lived for any considerable time above 



the Yukon's mouth where verdure is 
totally absent. Dutch Harbor and Un- 
alaska have the nearest natural situa- 
tion of any places on the Pacific to that 
of Monte Carlo and Mentone on the 
Mediterranean, the amphitheatre of 
mountains closely resembling the Alps 
which surround the latter. 

These ports (Dutch Tarbor and Un- 
alaska) are visited by almost continuous 
storms, precipitation about 125 inches, 
and winds of great velocity, making it 
hazardous for vessels at anchor. Earth- 
quakes are frequent, but slight. 

We leave Dutch Harbor at six o'clock 
in the evening, and in two hours find our- 
selves clearing Akutan Puss, which does 
not exceed two miles in width. Leaving 
the Island of that name on the left, aud 
the bold perpendicular mountains of Un- 
alaska Island on the right, we tnke a 
course almost due east, being favored 
with fair winds, tide and weather, vapid- 
ly leaving the mountain ranges lying like 
a cloud bank along the horizon. The 
temperature on the North Pacific Ocean 
is very cool, even in midsummer. 

We enter Juan de Fucn Strnit. No 
more beautiful avenue of the sea exists 
than this, the only approach befitting the! 
wonderful park of waters enclosed with 
nature's master work of hills and moun- 
tains to which it lends. 

Passing through the straits our first 
greeting is given us on the left by the 
magnificent Mount Baker with its snowy 
summit standing like u great thunder 
cap above a hank of grey clouds cutting 
off all view of the base and adjacent 
range. Two hours' run and we pass the 
Esquimalt light, nnd bear down on the 
light to Port Townsend lighthouse. The 
clouds have disappeared, a sunset np- 
pronches leaving exposed Mount Renter 
in all its majestic glory of immensity, 
grandeur and melody of color. Its snow- 
covered sides and summit reflect through 
the slight smoke in the atmosphere u 
ruby tint from the sinking sunlight. We 
Iia&j pass the fortified point on the right. Our 
engines are pushed to their utmost and 
every one of the live hundred souls 
abroad turn eager eyes and longing 
hearts to be umong the first to obtain u 
view of the port whose mime has been 
on every lip for many weeks, for Seattle 
is but three hours away. Lying directly 
behind us and over tin- vast ocean from 
whence we have just come is a wonder- 
ful, sunset, being an aggregation of lat- 
ticed blue grey clouds illumined into a 
great variety of shades of gold, fittingly 
portraying the land from whence we 
bring the treasure of upwards of $3,000,- 
000 in gold on board, for we are a treas- 
ure ship. 



3 ton extension from Sykeston to Dowdin 
N.D., fifteen miles, is completed and iu 
operation. The Portage & Northwestern 
brunch in Manitoba, on the main line, 
running twenty miles northwest from 
Portage la Prairie, has also been com- 
pleted, as has the hike branch of the 
same nine miles due north from Portage 
la Prairie. 

The extension of the Bitter Root 
branch, south of Missoula six miles, is 
under construction nnd nearly completed. 
This embraces the initial and terminal 
from Grantsdale to Evelyn, the Sunset 
brunch. The Coeur d'Aleuc, from Wall- 
ace northerly to Sunset mines, fi ve- 
nules, is under construction and about 
completed. 

Many surveys are being made in uddi- 
tjon to the branches nnd extensions men- 
tioned. All of these represent uu enor- 
mous expenditure from a private stand, 
and most unusual from the view of rail- 
roud financing. But the management of 
the Northern Pacific is not devoted alone 
to u creditable net earnings statement, 
ltocognizing that betterments and im- 
provements mean increased travel ami 
better patronage, a liberal share of the 
earnings is handled to the end mention- 
ed. Under the past conditions, the 
Northern Pacific has been regarded iu 
the East us in the West as the standard 
line to thi' Coast from the twin citie

NORTHERN PACIFIC BNTEUPltIS 

Great Expenditures in Perfecting the 
Road to Meet Present Day 
Demands. 

From the Tncoma News. 

In its joy over splendid net earnings 
shown, t'ne management of the Northern 
Pacific is not unmindful of the desirabil- 
ity of improvements on the line and the 
betterment of existing conditions gener- 
ally. The heavy westward rush of Ital- 
ian laborers served to excite many of- 
ficials and strengthened the suspicion thut 
a grand coup was being arranged by the 
Northern Pacific for the special benefit 
of its rivals. 

The Tncoma News is acquainted with 
the nature of the improvements which 
the Northern Pacific is making and has 
under consideration. They include the 
replacing of the entire line and the prin- 
cipal branches with 72-pound steel. This 
change it is expected will bo entirely 
realized before tba end of next year. 
Simultaneously with this change there 
figures the reduction of grades over the 
entire main line. Sags are being filled, 
bunks widened from fourteen to sixteen 
feet and heavy coatings of ballast being 
provided. Hundreds of miles of fencing 
are being set up. These changes, as will 
he seen, are made necessary by the in- 
creased weight and power of the new 
engines soon to be used nnd which mean 
much heavier trains. Sidings are being 
lengthened to accommodate the increased 
length of trains and additions are being 
made to the shops, warehouses, fuel sta- 
tions, water tanks, etc., along the main 
Hue. 

Extensive permanent improvements are 
being made on the wharfs and docks of 
the road, notably at Superior, Dulutb, 
Tncoma and Seattle. Heavy installa- 
tions of electric machinery are being pro- 
vided for divisional and termnial points 
in connection with lighting, heating and 
pumping powers required by the road. In- 
ter-locking systems arc being installed at 
various points. Spirling ends on curves 
and tie plates on all curves are being 
added. Tin- road has made it a point to 
utilize from 2,000 to .'$,000 tons of steel 
in new bridges, masonry and substruc- 
tures annually and this year, it is under- 
stood, the same custom will be observed. 
Since 181)0 eighty lineal miles of timber 
bridging have been permanently replaced 
with steel bridge, culverts and improved 
emban k ments. 

All the timber trestles on the Rocky, 
Cascade and other mountain districts 
have been replaced by permanent struc- 
tures. Three tunnels on the main line, 
one at Avon. Mont., and two on the Cns- 
cade Mountain line, have been taken out 
us open cuts and permanently relined 
with concrete and masonry. In the past 
the road bus suffered , from disastrous 
fires resulting from timber in the use of 
these tunnels. The present condition 
places it beyond this. New depots hav9 
been constructed at more than a scorei 
of places along the road, more notably of 
which are at Little Falls, Fargo and 
other points. The latter are handsome 
buildings and reflect credit on the man- 
agement of the road. 

The extensions of the road are marked. 
They include ' the Lap-vi brunch of 
twelve miles, the Palmer cutoff, which 
shortens the distance from the twin 
cities to Tncoma twenty-one miles. In 
the Clearwater, the main brunch has 
been completed with track-laying and bal- 
lasting will be through within thirty 
days, although trains are now in opera- 
tion. The Cooperstown extension from 
Cooperstown to McIIetiry, a distance of 
twenty-six and one-half miles, has been 



AN ECLIPSE AT HAND. 

The Month of May Will Afford the One 
Great Opportunity iu Nearly 
Thirty Years. 

It bus been eleven years since we have 
had a total eclipse of tin- sun mill eighteen 
years will pass beforo the next uTter this 
one scheduled for the li.Stli of the coming 
month of May, so It behooves everyone to 
get smoked glasses and look with all their 
eyes ut. this one. It can be seen to some 
extent all over the country, but only within 
n path of s unc fifty-live mill's width can 
It be seen In Its entirety, the path running 
from New Orleans northeast out to seu at 
Norfolk. Chicago Is right In this path, and 
the eclipse begins there at 7:-lo a.m., last- 
ing till 0:O:t, according o Leslie's Weekly. 

There has ceased to be any mystery con- 
nected with the phenomena of eclipses, 
whether solar or lunar. The m ion makes the 
complete circuit of the heavens once In 
twenty-nine and one-half diiys; tfce suns 
appears to do the same, owing to the actual 
circuit made by the earth, ouee Iu a year. 
The moon, therefore, makes more than 
sun Jm making

moon. lint the paths are not exnetyl the 
same; so the moon usually goes by either 
ubove or below the sun. There are points, 
however, where these two paths Intersect; 
ind If the sun and moon Loth happen at 
one of these points nt the same time then 
;ui eclipse Is Inevitable. 

If the moon were actually smaller, or 
ipparently smaller, then there would be 
simply a "transit" of the moon, like the 
well known transits of Venus and Mer- 
cury, ImiiIi of which planets are immensely 
more distant from the moon. That is. the 
moon would then be seen us a dnrk body 
passing across the sun's face and shutting 
of.' more or less of Its .Ight, according to 
her apparent size. Now. as a matter of 
fact, we do have transits of the moon, 
though they an? commonly called annual 
eclipses. There are times when the sun 
everul million miles nearer than at other 
limes and when the moon Is govern 1 thous- 
inds of miles farther than at other times. 
If an eclipse occur at such times the sun's 
ly Is apparently enlarged and the moon's 
body apparently diminished, so thut the 
moon falls to cover the face of the sun and 
a ring of sunlight (called In Latin auuulus) 
surrounds the inoou's body. 
If, on the other hand, the inoon were 
dually larger, or If she were nearer nnd 
therefore apparently larger, there would 
an oceultaUou of the sun. Thut Is. 
ttie sun's bright face not only would be 
bidden from view, but also that bust nnd 
brilliant corona which surrounds his face, 
and which Is never seen except during un 
eclipse. The sun, with nil that pertains to 
him, would appear utterly extinguished, 
and this state of things would continue for 
a period of time proportionate to the size, 
or apparent size of the moon. I Hiring such 
an occultatlon all the stars, which are ns 
truely In the heavens by day as by night, 
would come out to view and constellations 
which are seen only at the opposite seasons 
of the year would be on full exhibition. 
Planets which, by reason of their apparent 
proximity to the sun, could not ordinarily 
bi' seen, would shine forth witli their pro- 
per glory, and this latter fact would lie a 
consoling evidence that the sun hud not 
actually been annihilated, since tin? radi- 
ance of the planets Is nothing hut the re- 
flected radiance of the sun; if lie were 
destroyed, they too would cease to glow. 

Now, It is a remarkable thing that the 
distances of sun ami moon are so propor- 
tioned to their size that usually the moon 
tits exactly ever the face of the sun. Hence 
Instead ot' a transit or an occultatiou we 
have an eclipse; It never can Inst over a 
few minutes, and iu the present Instance a 
minute and a half Is the limit of totality, 
for the moon hastens on and the sun shines 
out once more. However, for u long time 
It can be seen approaching and receding; 
thus the duration of the eclipse will be 
about two hours and a half.

The heavy sou' west gale of a week ago, 
which proved a tribulation to local ship- 
ping and swept away the big colliery wharf 
nt Oyster Bay, has evidently proved fatal 
to some vessel of the mercantile marine 
enterlne or departing from San Francisco. 
What she was or whither she was bound 
Is still a secret, of the sea, for nil that has 
thus far been told concerning her is the lit- 
tle that the officers of II. M. S. Arethusa 
have to report upon their arrival at Es- 
quimau. 

In brief, their story Is that on the 7th 
of the present month, while almost directly 
opposite San Francisco harbor, and in a 
stiff gale, they passed uo fewer than three 
floating corpses, with three or four other 
objects which may have been other human 
bodies, but which were at so great dis- 
tance as not to be distinguishable with cer- 
tainty. 

Of the three there can be no manner of 
doubt, but who the dead men were, or of 
what ship, remains a mystery, the cruiser 
having been as she passed them in such n 
blow that had one of her own men gone 
overboard It would nave been an impos- 
sible madness to have lowered n boat. 

The Arethusa had passed the Farullones 
nt 5.45. taking the middle passage, and 
reaching n point opposite Point Reyes, 
Cape Reyes, at 8:10. The Drst body was 
sighted and reported by the look-out at 
7:45, the ('"Slight still being good, and 
the corpse floating very close to the ship- 
not more than the yards away. 

The other two were almost equally close, 
and were passed nt 8:30 or thereabouts, 
the moon shining clear on the water, and 
making every object as easily distinguish- 
able n» by day. Each of the three bo'dles 
was floatlnif face downward, Indicating It 
to be that of a man, whlje all were clad 
111 European garments.

All things are made to 
hinge on the revision of May 7. The 
convenience of the public is "not to be 
considered for a moment. The fact 
(hat hundreds of duly • qualified voters, 
now at home, will on the !)th of .Tune be 
absent from the districts wherein their 
votes are registered, and that the num- 
ber of votes recorded will be consider- 
ably smaller than if the elections had 
taken place before the 1st of May, has 
nq weight, and His Honor adopts the 
advice of his premier and agrees to con- 
sider the 9th of June the earliest prac- 
ticable moment. My his action he 
merely intensifies the difficulty. By nf- 
fecting to obey the Ottawa inundate he 
in reality evades it. While pretending 
to meet the demand in a humble nnd 
contrite Bpiril, lie proceeds to lav plans 
for its defeat.

of disintegration in the ranks of a great 
party, and that when harvest comes 
the fruits of victory will be garnered by 
the husbandmen of its opponets? In- 
stead of being a peace-maker he has 
been a disturber of the peace. Instead 
of pursuing a policy that would have 
harmonized the conflicting elements, he 
iias contributed to their disorganization, 
and rendered permanent a division 
which would have been under other cir- 
cumstances and with a wise man at the 
head, hut a passing spasm of discontent. 
By his proclamation he is merely delay- 
ing the evil day. He knows as well as 
yon and I do, Mr. Editor, thnt in select- 
ing the remote date he is not obeying in- 
structions. He knows, if he knows 
anything, thnt he has drawn the Election 
Act to the snapping point in order to 
seemingly comply with hi.s orders. He 
knows, too, that if the law is strictly 
complied with the house cannot be culled 
together on the nth of July. It is a 
physical impossibility to have the lists 
printed by the Queen's Printer and to 
hold the elections in all the districts on 
the same day. True, the proclamation 
will read well at Ottawa, where the 
government may be hoodwinked; hut 
British Columbia may "go and starve 
and bo damned to it," as the father 
said to the disaffected son. As to the 
result of the elections there can be but 
one opinion: The government of Mr. 
Martin will bo smashed to bits. I make 
the prediction that not one of his misfit 
ministers will secure a seat. The min- 
istry has been selected in defiance of all 
precedent and in defiance of all constitu- 
tional law. History does not supply a 
parallel. There never was anything 
like if on the earth, in the waters be- 
neath nor in the heavens above. A 
man has been sworn in as a cabinet 
minister who a few hours— aye, a few 
moments— before consenting to accept, 
office, in the tram cars, on the Btrc 
and in the lobbies, denounced in strident 
tones the Premier us a bad and danger- 
ous man. If proof of this be wanting it is 
at hand. Of the ministry four have never 
occupied a position of public trust ( 
iu a legislative' assembly. The Premier 
himself was not a member of the house 
which has just been dissolved. All this 
is. or ought to be, known to His Honor; 
yet he has made no sign these many 
days, and when at last an opportunity 
came when he might have retraced his 
steps, with a decent regard for the high 
position he fills, he failed to grasp the 
opportunity, and while seeming to obey 
orders really disobeyed them. How true 
it is, as Young says:

What shall it profit Mr. Mclnnes to gain

As for Mr. Martin he is an aspiring 
man; ho is an able man. But I tell 
him there is something higher, llobicr. 
better than the premiership of British 
Columbia, and that is the love, the re- 
spect and the homage of (rood men and 
women. Were it not wiser for him to 
wait until his time had come and to 
take his chance fairly among his rivals 
than, n ruled like a highwayman, to hold 
till the people of this province, and after 
li brief revel in office to pass from the 
scene, dishonored forever? We tire 
nridcr a one-man rule, as odious to lib- 
erty ns the directory of Burras, or the 
consulate after Napoleon had captured 
the country. Such measures always re- 
act and rebound. The brood of evils 
they hatch always comes home to roost. 
Under the plea of protecting provincial 
lights, Lieutenant-Governor Mclnnes 
and his first minister are trampling 
those rights under their feet. They 
hnvo not dared to meet the people face 
to face, and Would not now he prepar- 
ing to do so wen; it not for the roval 
command. Their monstrous usurpation 
ot power needs no explaining. It. is so 
simple a child may read and understand 
it. Governor Darling of Australia was 
dismissed for accepting the advice of 
advisers who had the support of onlv 
one house of parliament. He signed 
special warrants and authorized a huge 
overdraft at the bank. When the Colo- 
nial Secretary remonstrated with him 
he gave Mr. Cardwell to understand thnt 
he considered himself a bigger man than 
the Colonial Secretary, and the Gover- 
nor had to go at last But Mr. Mclnnes 
has tlone worse. He has accepted the 
advice of ministers who do not possess 
the confidence «f the legislature, and 
not one of them (save the Premier) was 
a member of the late house. He bus 
sent a partial report to Ottawa or his 
proceedings, aixl, if the Times despatch 
is to be relied on, has not dealt at all 
with the manner in which the ministry 
was chosen i>r with the -personnel of iiis 
advisers. 'Hie very points on which 
•Sir Wilfrid Lirarier should have been 
informed are not referred to at all'! Six- 
weeks have elapsed since this usurpa- 
tion or power began -and no official re- 
port upon it has as yet reached the fed- 
eral seat of government. No comment 
on this point of the many 'points at issue 
is necessary. It hears its own con-

HAMMED BY A!? EABTHQTJAKE. 

Bed of the Xooksnck Tttvor Elevated by 
Recent Upheaval About Mount 
Ba"ker. 

Seattle, April 0.-The Noofewick river, one 
of the navigable *tre«ins <,f this fitnte, has 
Peon .dammed and the course of the river 
changed by an earthquake upheaval The 
Owl <jf the river now rises ridge-shape to a 
height of seventy.feet. It Is no longer a 
river lied cut by the rash of water. 

Tliis eruption and •aphearal is cenered 
about Mount Baker, one of the highest nnd 
most interesting peaks of the Cascades. It 
occurred March 27 and was accompanied 
by n sound not unlike the heavy rumble of 
thunder. Hamilton, a town ten miles dis- 
tant, heard the report. 

News of the phenomenon enme from D. 
I 1 . Blmons, jr., who was In the vicinity of 
Mount Baker, timber cruising, at the time 
of the earthquake. He says the- upheaval 
turned the river from Its course nnd from 
the centre of the great mass thrown up by 
the earth's belching can now he seen a 
lake. Such trees as escaped destruction 
stand nt a remarkable height In compari- 
son with other timber growth. Gaping 
cracks and crevasses large enough to en- 
gulf a team nnd wagon were seen. A strong 
scent of sulphur permeated the nlr Im- 
mediately following the upheaval. 

A cabin occupied by William Hartley, a 
trapper, was demolished, it stood. In the 
centre of* the grent new mound. Hadloy 
was not In his home nt the time, else he 
could not have escaped death. 

The lake formed In the centre of tin 
thrown-np ground Is declared to be a qunr 
ter of a mile . In length nnd half as wide. 



lhe Grand Jury summoned for the 
spring Assizes, were discharged yester- 
day morning, the case which the crown 
intimated might he rendv for their con- 
sideration having been dropped. The pro- 
posal it is understood was to briug in a 
second charge against C. Went worth 
Sarel, editor of the Kamloops - Standard 
in connection with the article referring to 
the Lieutenant-Governor. Having visit- 
ed the public institutions the Grand Jury 
made their presentment as follows: 

Victoria, IS. a, April 11, 1000. 
To Ills Lordship Mr. Justice Martin. 

My I-ortl : Complying with your suggestion 
that the grand Jury visit the public Insti- 
tutions of the country, we proceeded to 
the Itoyal Jubilee hospital, the Protestant 
Orphans' home, the provincial jull and 
'he provincial reformatory; we report us 

The Itoyal Jubilee Hospital.— Without no- 
tice to the ofncinls the grand Jury arrived 
at the ko«p!tnl at 3:30 p.m. We" were re- 
ceived by nr. Hasell, the physician iu 
charge, with every courtesy, and the Insti- 
tution thrown open fur our Inspection, We 
visited the public male and female wards, 
found the nurses on duty, the patients re- 
ceiving every attention, and the furniture, 
linen and accessories in every way satis- 
factory, and as they are usually found In 
first-class Institutions of this nature. We 
also saw the unoccupied private rooms. The 
operating room and X-ray apparatus were 
also shown to us, the latter of which we arc 
assured Is a great acquisition to the hospi- 
tnl. Tlie general appearance of the build- 
ing, the trim order of the surrounding 
grounds and the beauty and adaptability of 
the situation were especially apparent. The 
only requirement, we think, in connection 
with the hospital Is na extension of the 
sewerage system, which should be so ar- 
ranged that the adjacent neighborhood 
should not be affected thereby. 

The Protestant Orphans' Home.— On ar- 
rival at the home we were received by the 
assistant matron and conducted through the 
building. Our first Impression of the Insti- 
tution was the want of home comforts such 
as would go to make happier lives for the 
Inmates. Iu the dormitories we found the 
Commonest wooden Cots and straw mattress- 
es; the beds too small to accommodate twi 
children who usually occupy each bed. The 
furniture generally throughout the build- 
ing, except t lie schoolroom, l» poor find In- 
sufficient. The Interior of the building re- 
quires kalsomlnlng, the woodwork varnish- 
ing, and the plaster nnd windows repairing. 

in saying this we wish it to bo under- 
stood we think the management nre doing 
nil In their power with the limited and un- 
certain income at their command to main- 
tain the 58 orphans In their charge. 

We respectfully suggest to Your Lord- 
ship thnt tbe provincial nnd municipal au- 
thorities be moved to secure to the home 
some annual grant which will be a source 
of certain Income, and place It within the 
power of tlie management to Improve the 
condition of things In the direction we 
point out. 

As a further report we take the liberty 
of appealing through Your Lordship to the 
citizens generally, asking thnt they visit 
the home, see for themselves the require- 
ments and give assistance In money or kind 
so that this worthy institution, support- 
ing helpless orphans, may be ameliorated 
and made more like home. 

The Provincial Jail.— We reached the Jail 
about 4:30 p.m.; were received by Jailor 
I'arsons, and went over the whole Institu- 
tion from the office, and Including the or- 
dinary cells, the exercise yards, the punish- 
ment cells, the lavatories, the kitchens, 
laundry and chapel; In n few words we 
say that everything was perfectly clean, 
sanitary and appeared well conducted in 
every respect. 

Tlie prisoners were at work In the vicin- 
ity under proper surveillance. 

The Provincial Reformatory.— We nt Inst 
reached the? reformatory about 5:15 p.m.. 
nnd were received by Superintendent Han- 
sen and Assistant Bowden. We cannot too 
strongly condemn this part of our provincial 
Institutions. We saw little to elevate or 
Improve the minds of tlie youths who un- 
fortunately are committed to the care of 
the superintendent. The accommodation sa- 
vours more of the "prison" than the ■"re- 
formatory." Sleeping accommodation Is oo 
the same plnn ns In the common jail, Ik 
cells, which we think should not be. There 
Is no recreation room, no apparent means 
for the Inmates to occupy profitably spare 
tSme, either by acquiring useful 
trades or otherwise, and for the winter 
months and specially during wet weather, 
there is no room, other than their cells, In 
■which tlie boys can pass their time. The 
playground Is small and totally Inadequate, 
and this notwithstanding plenty of spare 
ground Is adjacent and capable of being 
added, at very small expense. The effect 
of the training being, to our limited Judg- 
ment, more likely to create criminals than 
reform them. 

We suggest that Your Lordship recom- 
ment thnt a proper person be vent to visit 
modern reformatories In other purts of 
Canada, learn their plans of working and 
adapt She same to our provincial Institu- 
tion. And this not alone applies to the 
building, plnn of reform and general life 
of the Inmates, but as well to the suita- 
bility and proper training of the officers iu 
charge. 

Finally we take the liberty of congratu- 
lating Your Lordship on the lightness of 
your duties nt this session of the criminal 
court; we hope thnt the same etnto of 
things may long continue, and wo thank 
Your Lordship for the courtesy and con- 
sideration you have evinced to us us grand 
Jurymen.
